THE INEVITABLE. 


The Trouble and Perils of a 
Private “Orgin.” 


Serious State of Affairs Among the 
Stockholders of a Local Coucern. 


H. H. Boyce in Ruction with His Asso- 
ciates iu the “Tribune” Newspaper. 


Charges of Emb zel m at, Mi«management and

For at least four weeks past the air has 
been full of rumors and reports to the effect 
that the Los Angeles Tribune has been 
struggling along under a load of internal 
dissensions; that its personnel has been 
„y the ears,” and that, besides, it has been 
laboring under a financial load too heavy 
forthe concern to carry. Though these 
rumors and reports have mainly been kept 
out of the papers, for obvious reasons 
(among which “professional courtesy,“ so- 


called, has figured), the facts have inevit- 
ably come to the knowledge of a large num- | 
ber of persons, both in and out of the city. 

It is perhaps needless to say in the 
outset that public rumor has invari- 
ably traced this state of affairs di- 
rectiy back to one H. H. Boyce, 
who poses as the controlling spirit of the 
Tribune establishment. 

The tirst direct publication which has ap- 
peared, exposing the condition of affairs in 
the office of the convulsed co:tempurary, is 
the following card from Col. F. A A. East- 
man, until recently president of the ‘Tribune 
Publishing Company and editor-in-chiet of 
that paper. It was published in the Even- 
ing Express of yesterday, and explains 
itself as far it goes: 

MR. EASTMAN’S CARD. 

“Editor Evening Express: I beg the 
favor of your vaiuable columns while I 
state briefly a matter which, I fear, too ex- 
clusively concerns myself to be of public 
interest. 

“It is this: On Tuesday last (January 
15th) I resigned from the beard of directors 
of the Tribune Pubiishing Company and 
also the editorsiip of the Tribune news- 


paper. pace that date 1 have not been 
responsibly connected in any manner with 
that paper. Had he usual course in similar 


cases been pursued ah authentic announce- 
ment of the tact would have had place at 
the head of its editorial columns on the 
following day. At the request, however, of 
the business department of the establish- 


ment, ave my consent, although 
reluctantly, that the announcement 
should be deferred, Yesterday I asked 


to have it — and was promised 
that it should appear in this morning’s 
issue; but, for reasons which it js not neces- 
sary for me to pretend to know, the reading 
constituency of the Tribune has not yet 
been advised, by rctual statement, of the 
cessation of my labors upon it. Hence this 
appeal to you: Unimportant as I doubtless 
am tothe general public, it nevertheless 
may be of some consequence to me that my 
friends among the good people of this eity 
be made aware that Lam no longer in busi- 
ness association with I. H. Buyce—an. as- 
g ation which I hud long felt to be per- 
sonally disyraceful and whicivwas rapidly 
becoming financially perilous. 
“Franois A. EASTMAN, 
“Los Angeles, January 19, 1889.“ 
OR'GIN OF THE DIFFICULTY. 

It is well understood by those acquainted 
with the inside facts that the causes which 
precipitated this enforced action on the 
partof Mr. Eastman had their origin in 
transactions and charges of the very gravest 
ch racter, affecting the integrity of Mr. 
Boyce, the rsouw Charged, as well as the 
interests of the stockholders, the self-re- 
spect of the revolting editor, and the ex- 
istence of the concern itself. 

It bas been ascertained from authorita- 
tive sources that the main charge, among 
many, made against Boyce by his principal 
associate in business, was nothing less than 
a direct charge of dishonesty in the manip- 
ulation of the Tribune’s cash box. 

On or about tne 24th of December last, 
Mr. Eastman—having for several weeks 
previously entertained the gravest suspic- 
ions regarding the conduct vf Boyee in re- 
spect to the company’s moneys, and having 
unsuccessfully tried to secure an inspection 
of the books, which had been lockeu up and 
kept away fromthe head of the e 


proceeded to legal 
| consulted Stephen M. White, laying ~ 
case before him, and denouncing Boyce as 


“an infernal scoundrei,” with other choice 
epithets, in m aked contrast to the language 
formerly used by Editor Eastman. inthe 
columns of the Tribune when speaking of 
„Gen. Boyce,” whom he was wont to hold 
up to the gaze of an acmiring world as an 
adroit politician, a great militia general, 
„n prosperous business man, and agsmvoth 
citizen wenerally. 
Mr. Eastman, after stating the case and 
the circumstances surrounding it, demanded 


considerably, some of the defrauded nell 
holders asserting that no sueb amount Was 
turned in by Boyee, and one even going e 
far as to say that no money bas yet deem 
turned in on that account. The true tacts 
will doubtless be developed on trial, whem 
they will be given in these column, te the 
end that even and exact justice may be 

to all the parties concerned, 

t is certain th t the state of affairs In the 
concern is so grave, and the quarrel among 
stockholders so serious, that interesting 
legal proceedings will ensue, 

Mr. E.stman, in his card, intimates 
the Tribune concern is in financial peril, 
and this is the opinion of others pos 
upon its condition. 

Among other irregularities brought 
against Boyce is the charge that he ente 
or caused to be entered, in the books 
an item of $1500 for attorney’s fees in his 
recent unsuccessful rsonal libel salt 
against the ‘Times-Mirror Comp «ny, in 
which he was awarded the aries and mu- 
nihcent sum of one dollar (#1) for damaged 
character and blasted repuvation. bis 
bold attempt to saddle his personal obliga- 
tions upon the concern is said to have 
caused a revolt on the part of his heretofore 
too subservient co-owners, and they pro- 
ceeded to kick in a manner which would 
not do discredit to a long-horned and large- 
sized Texas steer; whereupon sinuous Mr, 
Boyce, with his usual timidity when 2 
pushed, incontinently weakened 
“tell down” as to the libel-suit item, This 
at least is the conclusion “from the evidence 
adduced,” in court-martial parlance, 

A SAD EPISODE. 
One of the sad episodes connected with 


the tortuous operations of this persen who 


seems to be constantly in trouble is the case 


of one of the stockholders, a young man, 


| whose al! is said to be invested in the raim 


bow-chasing business of publishing @ 
“strictly pure Republican journal” in 
Angeles in opposition to Tus Times. This 
young man, formerly a resident of 
Sagebrush State, some days since met upon 
the street bis pastor, a well-known and 
kind-hearted Methodist minister of this 
city, and made known to him in confidence 
that he was in sore trouble of mind, His 
pastor kindly asked: “What is the matter, 
my friena?? The young man then, with 
some reluctance, and with tears in his yes, 
relaied to his pastor the nature of his- 
trouble, telling him that he was 
on the verge of bankruptcy; that he 
had lost, or was about to lose, his 
all, and gave the pastor the name of the 
man who had well nigh caused his ruin, 
‘The pastor, his heart full of sympathy end 
honest indignation, took occasion to use the 
facts (without the names) in his next Sum- 
day’s sermon, pointing out the enormity of 
the offense, and holding up the author as 
an example of « bad man. 
TALK OF THE TOWN. 

For a month past, and especially during 
the past 10 days, there has been much said 
—the circle of gossip growing daily wider, 
despite all efforts of the Griftin-like and oily 
adventurer to suppress “talk,”—about al- 
leged m»vements and intentions on the in- 
side ot the office of Mr. Boyce’s discordant 
and disrupted porsonai “orgin.” Intima 
tions of contemplated sale, change of ma n- 
agement, change of policy, ensmallment“ 
to four pages, and even of suspension, have 
been frequently made, What truth there 
may be in these intimations, or any of them, 
Tne ‘limes does not undertake to say. 

Ove thing, bowever, has been pretty cet 
tainly ascertained, namely, a movement in 
the direction of “ensmaliing” the hereto- 
fore pretentious Tribune to four pages, On 
the authority, of numerous pursuers of the

The reports from Sacramento yesterday, 
showing that the Los Angeles charter had 
been referred to the House Committee on 
Judiciary, and that the statement had been 
made onthe floor of the Legislature that 
the Democrats were oppo-ed to it, caused a 
great deal of talk on the streets, although 
the people were somewhat prepared far 
this move by the publication in Tux Times 
some days ago, that something of this sort 
would probably be attempted.

The respectable 
wing of the Democratic party are as 
heartily in favor of the new charter as the 
Republicans, and, while there are a portion 
of the population, composed of the

Los ANGELES, Jan. 18, 1889.—[Cor- 
respondence of InR Timxs.] We had 
not been away for over a year anda 
day, so when the gracious Christmas 
season approached, and indulgence be- 
came the order of the hour, we be- 
thought ourselves of fleeing away from 
the big, whirling world, that was too 
much with us, late and soon,“ and de- 
cided upon Coronado, with its sonorous 
sound and its remoteness, combined 
‘with its ease of access. 

‘Therefore, on a beautiful Monday 
morning, after a tremendous gtorm 
had washed the earth clean. and added 
a deeper blue to the sky. we rode down 
to the Santa Fé staion, parted with 
several big rout-a dollars, and received 
in their plac the tiny little pasteboard 
slips in dingy blue and white, 
that were the open sesame 
to liberty. When we entered 
ne car, the earlier arrivals had filled 
the seats upon the desirable side, but 
‘as some of them had that temporary 
air that belongs to the way-passenger 
‘we consoled ourselves with the thought 
that all things come te him who waits, 
and aiter having gazed contentedly for 
an hour upon the soft foothills slopin 
up to the frowning sierras, still dark 
from the late storm, we were enabled 
to choosea brace of seats upon the 
coveted side and ensconce ourselves 
there for a three hours’ audience at 
Nature’s panorama, painted by a mas- 
ter hand in' all the tints of spring, and 
without any insistent voice to point out 
this or that, which we must suffer our- 
selves to admire to obtain the worth of 
our money.

We pass Orange, with its careful 
orchards, its pretty avenues of 
pepper and eucalyptus, and its air of 
settied prosperity; fly through Santa 
Ana, where there is great bustle and 
noise of business, and on to the sea, 
scarce wondering at the many stations 
and the rapid upbuilding of the country 
except when some odd or fanciful 
name brings up some new idea, El 
Toro, for example, a name perhaps 
bestowed in memory of who knows 
what romantic rescue from an infuri- 
ated quadruped by some modern 
toreador, A little after 1 o’clock 
we pass San Juan and the pitifully 
crumbling walls of the Old Mission, 
decaying, unreverenced and uncared 
for, among its few fertile fields, and 
with only a half curve here and there 
ee of all the nobility of that 
pSplendid ine of masonry, under whose 
arches the old padres used to walk, to 
watch and to pray. What an eye for 
situation those padres hdd. With wis- 
dom and a natural artistic instinct 
they chose a commanding situation,

JOHN HALL. 


The Perjury Case Di.missed and the 
Prosecutors core. 

John Hall, a weil-known architect, was 
examined yesterday by United States Com- 
missioner Van Dyke, on a charge of per- 
jury, alleged to have been committed in 
swearing that 80 acres of land, near New- 
hall, entered by him under the Timber- 
culture Act of June 14, 1888, was within 
the provisions of the act in having 
no timber on it. The complaiuing 
witness was Kudolfo Martinez, re 
siding near the land in question. He swore 
on the stand that the land in question was 
covered with willow, sycamore and cotton- 
wood trees. A number of witnesses testi 
fied directly contrary to the above wit- 
nesses, The last witness the prosecution 
placed on the stand was W. W. Jenkins, a 
mining recorder of Palomas mining dis 
trict, peur the disputed land. Previous to 
his being called, Snedeker, another wit- 
ness for the prosecution,denied ever having 
stated to Jenkins that the defendant had 
toid bim that he did not care whether there 
was timber on the land or not, as he meant 
to take it up. Jenkins testified that he had 
pointed out the land to defendant, He was 
closely questioned about bis conversation 
with Snedeker as to the statements made by 

Hall. His answers were of such a nature that 
Mr. Denis, the United States District At 
torney, said: I do nut think it is necessary, 
if Youur Honor please, to go any furtuer iu 
this examination. For reasons that are 
personal to myself, I have interr gated 
every witness subj ce aed, and there have 
been seven witnesses sub; more than 
the law permits me, excepiing in extraordi- 
nary cases, to bring before the Commis- 
sioner. The decisions are full that, eygn if 
John Hall did make this affidavit knowing 
that there were trees growing on that sec- 
tion, if the trees were scattered, and it was 
not a timbered country, that he could prup- 
erly. as held by the mmissioners and by 
the Secretaries of the Interior, file on that 
land as a timber-culture entry. 

*] will state, in my own protection, to the 
Commissioner that at the time this informa- 
tiou Wes lodged with me it was represented 
that there were 172 trees growing on tue 80 
acres in question. The witnesses subpe- 
nued by the Government in this case are 
witnesses whose names 1 learned for the 
firsttime today. The prosecution in this 
case has been given full sweep to use the 
process of the Government to bring wil- 
pesses here to show, if possible, that the 
defendant has committed perjury. 

„But Iam disposed to think that 1 have 
been imposed upon in requesting the is- 
suance of this complaint. As 1 stated, the 
witnesses have been subjcenaed by the 
Marshal, without my knowledge of their 
names or what they would testify to. There 
have been eleven witnesses under process 
of this court at the expense of the Govern- 
ment brought here, There has not been 
ou singie witness who has testified that 
there were more than 20 trees on 80 acres of 
| land; and I say that it is an imposition on 
ithe officials of this court to lodge a com- 
‘ plaint under those circumstances. This is 

e third experience, if your Honor please, 
that I have had in being imposed upon since 
my connection with the County District At- 
torney's office and the United States Dis- 
trict Attor:.ey’s office, and I venture the as- 

sertion that it will be the last. 
| “I move that the defendant be discharged, 
as there is absolutely no evidence un ter the 
‘decisions to hold that he has committed 
rjury. These decisions that Mr. Williams 
as furnished I am perfectiy familiar with; 
and in one case, where there were 500 trees 
on 160 acres—rowing trees from ten inches 
to three feet in diameter—it was held that 
it was a bona fide entry under the Timber 

Culture Act.“

THE USUAL ROUTINE BUSINES 
TRANSAOCTHD. 


The First-street Grade Discussed— 
Paving Resolution Recommended 
—A Namb r of Ur ding Contracts 
Passead Un— Petitions Recom- 
mended. 


The Board of Public Works held its 
regular session yesterday, all present. 

The grade of First street through to the 
arroyo on the west was first discussed. 

O. O. Trantum came before the board and 
made a long argument against the putting 
of any traffic grade over First street, or that 
section of it referred to. He thought that 
if somebody wanted to put a tuunel throug) 
the hills, let it be put through Third street. 
It would not cost half ae much, There isa 
proposition to change the grade on First 
street, as 1 understand it. You have no 
right to order a Panama canal through First 
street. It would cost thousands of doliars 
to wall up the property. The lawyer was 
finally informed that there was no idea of 
changing the grade as yet, and that the 
position had been dropped. 

The maps of the City Surveyor of First 
Street were introduced, and Mr Dockweiler 
explained that there was a misunderstand- 
ing as regards the street. Through tle 
Mott tract the street was only mapped at 60 
feet when it should be 68 feet. Lots had 


been sold on the 60-feet tracing 
of the street in the Mott tract 
instead of the usual 68 feet, and this, 


Mr. Dockweiler stated, was going to cause 
sme cumpiications aud affect the straight 
line. He had, however, he said, prepared 
a line which woud not affect improvements 
avy. He had advertised for the preperty- 
owners to be 1 today for the purpose 
ot settling this matter. Action upon First 
street was deferred until 2:80 p.m. 

It was recommended that the bid of A, 
A. Heitchew, for grading Hoff street from 
Walnut w Water street, at $1.90 per lineal 
fout, be accepted. 

Tnat Cuase & French be awarded the 
contract to grade Aun street at $1.66 per 
lineal toot, 

That Chase & French be awarded the 
contract to grade Howard street, from Aliso 
to Macy, at 61.68 per lineal foot. 

That F. W. Baron be awarded the con- 
tract to grade Patton street from Temple to 
Court street at $2.50 per lineal foot. 

That ©. C. Adams have the contract to 
grade Hope street from Fourth to Fifth 
street at #4.48 per lineal foot. 

That D. F. Dunnegan be awarded the 
contract to grade Victor avenue, from Tem- 
ple street to Bellevue avenue at $2.60 per 
lineal foot, 

That D. F. Dunnegan be awarded the con- 
tract to grade Custelar street from Waters 
to Alpine, at $2.60 per lineal foot, 

That the petition of owners on 
Hansom street, complaining of the way in 
which the street in front of their property 
was graded and that the work was not done 
according to contract, was filed.

Also that the City Surveyor be instructed 
to survey certain city lands and give the 
City Attorney necessary information to per- 
petuate the city’s title and possession of the 


same. 
Also that the petition of Hauch Glassell 


and others, asking that Waters street, be- 
tween Temple afd Court streets, be graded, 
be granted, and that the City Attorney be 
instructed to draft notice of intention. | 

The following resolution wis recom- 
mended for adoption by the Council: 

That when the paving now or hereafter 
in progress on any street intersects paving 
already laid on any other street crossing the 
same, the City Surveyor be authorized to 
design appropriate grades at such intersec- 
tions for the drainage of surface water; and 
the contractor or contractors laying such 
pavement be authorized and instructed to im- 
prove, dress up and grade such intersec- 
tions according to said design of the City 
Surveyor, the account of the time and ma- 
terials used thereon to be kept by the in- 
spector in charge of the work and paid for 
on the certificate of the City Surveyor. 

It was recommended that the grade of 
Twelfth street, between Main and San 
Pedro, be changed as to conform with 
the cement sidewalk now laid on said street. 

Also that the grade of Eleventh street be 
similarly changed for a sim)lar reason. 

Also that the’petition of J. M. Davies for 
a street railway franchise be filed and action 
deferred for the time being. 

The matter „f granting a franchise to J. 
S. Drake and others for a.street railroad 
over the following streets next came up: 
Commencing at the junction of San Pedro 
and Fourth streets; thence to the junction 
of Fourth street and Towne avenue; thence 
southerly to Fifth street; thence easterly to 
Gladys avenue, the right to run over the 
tracks of the Fifth-street branch of the 
Main street and Agricultural Park street 
railroad; thence southerly along to Seventh

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To Indorse the New Charter. 


We referred yesterday to the need of 
immediate action on the part of iriends 
of the new charter, in, view of the 
strong opposition to the instrument 
which has arisen at the State Capital— 
an Opposition inspired by the worthless 
classes of this city, with whose opera- 
tions the new charter would seriously 
interfere. 

Respectable Los Angeles Democrats 
are aroused at the statements made by 
the emissaries of these disreputable 
men, to the effect that the Democracy 
is opposed to the charter. To show 
plainiy that such is not thecase, a mass 
meeting has been cAlled for Monday 
night by the secretary of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee, the 
meeting to be held in front of the 
courthouse. A large number of vice- 
presidents have been appointed, irre- 
spective of party, and it is 
hoped that there will be a gen- 
eral turn out of all who 
favor the charter, upon which so much 
of the prosperity of LosAngeles, during 
the ensuing two years, depends. Unless 
the charter be passed, we cannot issue 
sewer bonds, and there is no need to 
remind our readers that sewers bave 
become a prime necessity for Los An- 
geles. Diphtheria, low fevers, and 
other forms of sickness, dependent on 
defective sewerage, have become far 
too prevalent here. Besides this, many 
other very necessary public improve- 
ments are retarded through lack of a 
charter suited to a city of our size and 
development. 

All sorts of rumors are current re- 
garding the opposition to the charter 
at Sacramento, many of which ara 
doubtless ill-founded. One possible 
ground of opposition is stated to be the 
belief that under the new charter the 
city cannot issue any bonds. This is 
un error. Under the head of Miscel- 
luneous Provisions, page 101, the new 
charter provides that the indebtedness 
may be increased for water or sewer 
purposes. 

Let there be a rousing turnout at the 
mass meeting tomorrow. We cannot 
afford to have the charter defeated. 
We can get along without a boom, but 
not without a new charter. 


Harrison and His Cabinet. 


Even judged by the estimates of his 
political adversaries, Gen. Harrison 
must be a man above the average. 
With scarcely an exception, those who 
return from Indianapolis are enthu- 
siastic in speaking oi the President- 
elect. 

One old friend of the General’s, who 
is not in politics, and has nothing to 
ask of the incoming administration, 
recently called at Indianapolis while in 
the West, and afterwards made the 
following remarks regarding Harrison’s 
probable position on the civil service 


| retorm question: 


I am very confident the new Administra- 
tion will be friendly to civil service reform. 
1 think that we shall see a step in advance 
in the reform, and not any retrograde 
movement. There will not be a clean 
sweep. The step in advance may not bea 
very long or pronounced one; but it will be 
a recognition of the principle in a positive 
manner that will be acceptable to all who 
are sincerely interested in the reform. li I 
am not greatly mistaken, the politicians 
will discover that when they present candi- 
Cates for office they will be required to give 
proofs of their capabilities rather than of 
their political services. I am very confi- 
dent of this, and am certain thatthe mere 
spoilsmen are to be mistaken. lam satis- 
fied of one thing—Gen. Harrison will not 
permit himself to be killed by the clamors 
of the office-seékers, as his grandfather 
was. He is capabie of much hard work. 
and is not unduly sensitive. Heis not as 
thin skinned as many in public life. He 
expects to be criticised, and will not per- 
mit criticism to annoy him. He will beer 
the burdens of the great office of the Presi- 
dency easily. 

Regarding the chance of ascertaining 

Gen. Harrison's views as to the com- 
postion of his Cabinet, it is said by 
Lhose who are well informed that no 
One will learn anything as to the pur- 
poses of the President with respect to 
the Cabinet untilsome time next month, 
when it is possible that some of the 
gentlemen who will be in the Cabinet 
will be personally notified of the Presi- 
dent’s intention, but the information 
then will be of the most confidential 
c aracter. Gen. Harrison has a very 
strong aversion to any publicity as to 
his determination with respect to the 
Cabinet, a feeling which is 80 
strong that it is very possible he may 
decide not to make the Cabinet public 
until the names shall be communicated 
to the Senate. In recent years it has 
been the custom to make changes at 
the last moment. It is known that 
Garfield recast a portion of his Cabinet 
between 11 o’clock of the night of the 
8rd of March and noon of the 4th. 
The people have already learned 
enough of Gen. Harrison to be able to 
await with calmness and confidence 
the result of bis selection of advisers, 
in the assurance that public interests, 
rather than personal prejudices, wiil 
govern his choice. 


Liquor Traffic Restriction. 


Those who are interested in liquor 
reform have been watching with much 
interest the deliberations of the com- 
mission appointed by Gov. Hill to re- 
vise the excise laws of the State of New 
York. Afier seven months of rather 
stormy sessions, the commission has 


it has framed has just been introduced 
in the State Assembly.. As might 
naturally have been expected, this bill 
is very far from being a radical or strin- 
gent measure. After considerable op- 
position it was finally agreed in the 
commission to recommend the prohibi- 
tion of Sunday liquor selling, but the 
fees for liquor licenses are placed at a 
very moderate figure, judged by the 
advanced ideas now prevalent in regard 
to the restriction of the liquor traffic. 
For general saloon licenses the fees are 
fixed, in cities at from $300 to $500, in 
towns from $25 to $250. . 

It is scarcely probable that this bill 
will satisfy the temperance sentiment 
of New York, although here in Los 
Angeles a regulation involving the 


considered quite radical. This ques- 
tion is one of the most difficult 
with which the sociologist has to 
grapple, owing to the very great di- 
vergence of opinion which prevails on 
the question. Thus, one of the New 
York commiasioners signed the bill

Ou the whole, however, there is no 
doubt that the sentiment in favor of a 
more stringent restriction of the liquor 
traffic and higher license is rapidly 
gaining ground throughout the country. 
ow soon it will ultimately triumph 
depends considerably upon the amount 
of sense and moderation which the ex- 
treme Prohibitionists are willing to dis- 
play. The more respectable among 
the liquor men are rapidly arriving at 
the conclusion that itis in their own 
interest to accede to reasonable restric- 
tions, in order to forestall yet more 
radical measures. The chief danger 
and the greatest obstacle to the speedy 
and effectual regulation of the liquor 
traffic is to be found in the obstinate 
persistence of those political Pro- 
hibitionists, who are working, not for 
a principle, but fora party, and who 
succeed in misleading a number of 
well-meaning but short-sighted people, 
who regard them as philanthropists, 
instead of what they really are—politi- 
cal fakirs. 


Burglary, Saloons and Prohibition. - 


Perhaps the existence of eighty sa- 
loons in the little city of Santa Barbara 
May account ina measure for the nu- 
merous burglaries which are occurring 
in that city. Crime and saloons are in- 
timately related. The first follows the 
latter as a natural sequence. High 
license tends to weed out the lowest of 
drinking resorts. But the Prohibition 
party has a good mary followers in 
Santa Barbara, and they adhere to the 
principle of that party, which is. Give 
us all we ask, or nothing. We want 
no high license; we want prohibition, 
and we will vote for nothing short of 
it.“ And so the evil grows, and sa- 
loons multiply, and men go down to 
drunkards’ graves, and crime in- 
creases, and yet Prohibitionists will 
not stretch out a hand to stay the tide 
of evil and crime because public senti- 
mentis not yet strong enough to ac- 
cord them all that they demand. Pro- 
hibition and Democracy clasp hands, 
and Prohibitionists say, ‘‘We wiil 
stand together and vote down any 
proposition for the suppression of the 
saloon evil that doesn’t wipe them out 
altogether.” 


AGRICULTURE is the basis of all 
wealth, and the city which does not 
number that among the resources upon 
which it rests is built upon shaky 
ground. No city can be considered to 
be in a healthy financial condition 
which sends away—clear out of the sec- 
tion—over a million dollars a year, for 
the prime necessary food products, as 
Los Angeles does. It would be as rea- 
sonable to expect a man to retain his 
vigor, while the blood was flowing in a 
constant stream from a severed artery. 
This million dollars’ worth or more of 
butter, eggs, potatoes and so forth, 
could be grown right within the city 
limits of Los Angeles, on our vacant 
lots, yet we have to send to Kansas 
and Nebraska and Northern California 
for it. 


A LonG accouut of the condition of 
affairs in Samoa, receiyed by way of 
San Francisco, is published this morn- 
ing. From this it will be seen that 
things are assuming a very serious 
phase. The Germans, who now have 
three war vessels at the islands, appear 
to be acting with great arrogance, and 
if the statements regarding their treat- 
ment of American property and the 
American flag are well founded, it is 
difficult to see any possible way out of 
the unfortunate affair other than an 
ample apology or a fight. The attempt 
to force a king whom the Samoans do 
not want upon the people seems des- 
tined to miscarry, as the small number 
of natives who sided with the Germans 
are rapidly going over to the other side.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The steamer Alameda, which 
arrived from Australia today, brings ad- 
vices from Samoa up to January 5th. The 
Associated Press correspondent at Apia 
writes as follows: 


A most serious state of affairs exists in 
Samoa. On the night of December 1sth 
Sailors from the German men-of-war Adler, 
Olga and Eber attacked Mataafa’s soldiers 
under direction of the German Consul and 
Capt. Fritz, the German naval officer in 
port. Asaresultof the encounter 22 Ger- 
man sailors were killed and 82 wounded. 
Since then the German warships have 
burned American houses, torn down United 
States flags, seized American citizens in 
the neutral waters of Apia harvor and 
taken them prisoners on the German 
men-of-war, and

King Mataafa’s party, who had been fight- 


Lantoanua, killing and wounding many of 
Tamasese’s men, began to fail of ammuni- 
tion, but were able to obtain 20.000 Snyder 
cariridges, mortgaging their landsto pay 
for the ammunition. Tamasese’s men were 
reported becoming more dissatisfied daily, 
and desertion from his ranks became very 
frequent, the people of several villages 
leaving his party in a body and going to 
their homes. A detachment of Mataafa 
then succeeded in carrying the upper end 
of Tamasese’s big fort at Lantuonda on 
December 12th. 

On the same day the German man-of-war 
Oig: arrived from the Marshall Islands. 
The boat had on board the de King 
Malietoa, whom the Germans liad decided 
to bring back from Africa, where he had 
been taken. Malietoa had been left at the 
Marshall Island, not having been brought 
back to Samoa 

TWO AMERICANS STABBED. 

On the night of December i6tha large 
party of German sailors numbering 180 
e me ashore at Apia and entered stores, 
salons and native houses in search of 
Americans, Englishmen and balf-castes. 
They entered the residence of George 
Scanlan, United States Marshal in Apia. 
Lie wes not in, but the sailors found him 
and his brother, Morris Scanian, also an 
American citizen, further up the street, 
and starting a quarrel, stabbed both the 
Americans in the back. The Scanlans es- 
caped to a native church, where their 
wounds were dressed, and found not to be 
fatal. The German sailors ran through the 
Streets attacking all persons they met ex- 
cept Germans and adherents of ‘lamasese, 
and among the number injured were native 
women and children. Some of Mataafa’s 
soldiers came in from the bush and were 
anxious to begin shooting, but were urged- 


by United States V nsul Blacklock 
not to fire, 
On December 17th, the United States 


Vice-Cunsul sent a protest to the German 
Consul, asserting that the conduct of the 
Germans had been outrageous. and bad 
laced American lives and property in great 
eopardy. 1 
GERMANS ATTACK A TOWN. 

On Decewber 17th, Mataafa’s men learned 
through some native women in Apia that 
the Germans would attack a town named 
Matafagatele during the night, and before 
evening 200 men had assembied along the 
shore and co1.cealed themselves in the bush 
awaiting the Germans. An American news- 
paper man, John C. Klein, accompanied the 
natives to witness the preceedings. At 2 
o’cilock in the morning three boat loads of 
sailors from the German men-of-war ap- 
proached the shore, and at the request of 
the natives Klein asked the Germans not to 
land. The boats then separated. Two 
pulled out toward the sea and the third 
moved along the shore a distance of two 
miles, the natives following its movements 
all the time. The crew finally left the boat 
and commenced to wade ashore, at the 
same time shooting at Mataafa’s men. The 
natives did not return The Ger- 
mans were soon landed, and took shelter 
behind some rising ground and at once 
OPENED 
on Ma taafa's men. Within a minute fully 
200 shots had been fired by the Germans 
and black laborers, natives of the islands, 
who were employed on German plantations, 
In the meantime Mataafa’s reinforcements 
began to urrive from Matafagatele, and as 
they came up, heavy volley firine could be 
heard trom the direction of, Vailele, and in 
a few minutes a chief arrived, and said the 
Germans were firing on Mataafa’s men 
there, who were afraid to return the fire, 
although the Germans had already killed a 
chief and his son. The chief who came as 
a messe ger «sked Klein if they would be 


| justified in returping the fire of the Ger- 


mans, but he declined to advise them, but 
at the request of a bigh chief accompaniea 
the latter to Apia to obtain the opinion of 
the United States Vice-consul. But the 
latter also refused to give any advice, 

Shortly afterward natives came into Apia 
from Taseli and Vailele, saying that 
Mutaafa’s men had driven the German sail- 
ors from the breastworks on the shore of 
the former place. The black laborers had 
run into the bush and refused to fight 
longer. The Germans had run along the 
beach to Vailele at such a rapid rate that 
the native soldiers could not overtake 


em. 

At Vailele there were about 150 sailors, 
one boatioad having been landed there dyr- 
ing the night by the German man-of-war 
Eber. At Vailele the sailors who. had fled 
from Fageli joined their comrades, who bad 
left in the two other boats, and also the 
swilors from the Eber. They formed a hol- 
low square and began shooting at Mataa- 
fa’s men. Soon atter two of the latter had 
been kilied they began to return the fire, 
‘The native soldiers began to luerease in 
number, attracted by the firing, aud shot 
from behind trees aud from the bush. The

threw away their guns and ran under the 
Germ .n plantation houses in the vicinity 
and into the bush.

Two 
other officers were wound A number of 
sailors managed to make their escape by 
jumping into the boats and putting out to 
se’. They were picked up by the Eber, 
which had « me up on hearing the firing. 
The b dies ot the dead German sailors 
were left lying on the ground, where they 
were tound and t ken away under cover of 
the German ships on the following day. 
Mataafa’s soldiers retired without buroing 
or causing damage to pro : ;

Consul B!ack- 
lock replied that be had investigated the 
rumor and found it to be untrue. 

MORE GERMAN OUTRAGES. 

On the 21st a boat from the German man- 
of-war Olga was chasing a native boat in 
the neutral water opposite the Amerizan 
copsulate. The Germans fired a number of 
shots at the boat, which was in direct range 
of a boat containing two English officers, 
and the latter narrowly escaped being shot. 
The commander of the Olga afterward 
apologized to the English officers. 

Charles Brown, an American citizen, who 
was on the shore, was requested by the 
English officers to ask the Germans to cease 
shooting. The Germans seized Brown, 
carried him on board the warship Eber, a: d. 
after bandling him roughly, released him. 
The Geimans have made no further as- 
saults upon villages since the bombardment 
of Matafagatile, and are evidentiy pigeons 
einforcements. Should they make a secon 
attack upon Mataafa’s forces they would 
certainly be defeated, as the latter has 4500 
well-armed troops. Tamasese’s men «re 
still at Santuanvo, Mataafa's forces having

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The annual report of Gov.

A Bill to Remedy Evils of 
Immigration. 


The Ford Committee Sounds a Note 
of Warning, 


Anarchists, Paupers and Lunatics 
Must Be Excluded. 


Revolting Di-closares Made to the Committee 
Daring lis Tax on Each 
Immigrant Advocated, Beside Several 
Other Restrictive Measures,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The bill reported by the 
Ford Committee on Contract Labor and 
Immigration to the House today, proposed 
to prohibit the admission into the United 
States of any idiot, insane person, pauper, 
or person liable to become a public charge, 
or who has been legally convicted of a 
felony, or other infamous crime, or misde- 
meanor involving moral turpitude, or who 
isa polygamist, Anarchist or Socialist, or 
afflicted with any loat e disease, or has 
entered into a contract, express or implied, 
oral or written, to perform labor or service 
for any person, firm, company or corpora- 
tion in the United States, or any State 
therein, whose is paid on the prom- 
ise of labor. It aiso provides that alien 
laborers, other than those excepted by the 
contract labor law, shall not be admitted to 
labor for a limited time with the intention 
of returning. A section excepts professors 
in universities and ministers. It proposes 
to levy a tax of $5 on every alien coming 
into the United states, to be id by the 
transportation agent. The tary of 
the Tieasury ischarged with the duty of 

rvising immigration. The bill vests 
full jurisdiction in the United States Dis- 
trict and Circuit Courts in all cases arising 
under the ct, which takes effect July 1st. 

The report accompanying the bill details 
the investigations of the committee at 
various points and the conclusions reached. 
Among other things the report says: “As 
no inspection is made of immigrants alon 
the border between Canada and the Uni 
States, a large number of alien paupers, 
insane persons and others, not lawfully en- 
titled to enter, come into the United States 
by this way, the number during six months 
being estimated at 50,000. Criminals are 
shipped to the United States by vflicials of 
foreign governments, and they persist in 
this course after having been uested by 
our Government to discontinue it.“ 

Of the contract labor law the report says: 
“It is easily evaded to a large extent in 
spirit, while the letter is usually observed.” 
Chinese immigration was not investigated 
for lack of time. On the subject of unmi- 
gration generally the committee, after 
speaking favorably of its benefits in past 
days, says that from the inquiry they have 
made they believe the time has now come 
to draw the line, to select the good from 
the bad and to sift the wheat from the 
chaff. To any person familiar with the 
results of the committee’s investigation it 
must be apparent that this country cannot 
properly assimilate the immigration now 
coming to our shares. ‘The report is severe 
on Anarchist agitators, It says in part: 

These persons do not come here to up- 
hold and maintain our form of government. 
Their object and purpose is to destroy and 
tear it into pieces, They hold any law in 
contempt which does net meet with their 
individual approbation, and believe dis- 
obedience to it is perfectly justifiable. 
This class of persons, in the 1 of 
the committee, ought to be rigidly excluded 
from entering the country. Generally 
speaking the class of immigrants who have 
lately been imported and employed in the 
coal regions of this country, are not such, in 
the opinion of the commmtee, as would 
make desirable inhabitants of the United 
States. They are of a very low order of in- 
telligence; they do not come here with the 
intention of becoming citizens; their whole 
purpose being to accumulate, by parsimoni- 
ous, rigid and unhealthy economy, sums of 
money, and then return to their native 
land; they live in miserable sheds, like 
beasts; the food they eat isso meager, 
scant, unwholesome and revolting, that it 
would nauseate and disgust an American 
workman, and he would find it difficult to 
sustain life upon it. Their habits re vici- 
ous, their customs are disgusting, and the 
effects of their presence here upou our 
society is to be deplored. They have not 
the influences, as we understand them, of a 
home; they donot know what the word 
means, and in the opinion of the commit- 
tee, no amount of effort would improve the 
moral standing of this class of immigration. 
They have been brought here in such num- 
bers, and been employed at such low 
wages, thatithas resulted in their replac- 
ing American citizens who formerly per- 
formed this class of iabor, until now there 
are comparatively few Americans engaged 
in mining coal in Pennsylvania.“ 

The report condemns the practice which 
has prevailed among certain foreigners, 
resident in this country, of importing men 
for the purpose of keeping them in a state 
of almost abject slavery. In conclusion, 
the committee says: 

“Certairly the effect of the present unre- 
stricted system of immigration, as applica- 
ble to the conditions under consideration 
upon the industrial situation of this coun- 
try. has been very bad, and the committee 
believes the time has come when the immi- 
8 tax should be more effectively regu- 

ated; that persons who immigrate to the 
Unites States should at le st be com 
of these who in good faith desire to become 
its citizens and are worthy to be such,” 

Spinola does not agree with the majority.

each immigrant. He says the minority is 
pre to go to any length in advocacy of

The Pasadenian then walked 
away, and the four struggled to their 
feét, and reinforced by Los Angeles 
comrades, started in pursuit. About 
that time a policeman came up, and 
thinking he might need assistance blew 
his whistle, and three others were soon 
on hand. About that time the knock- 
ing began, and the unoffending Pasa- 
denian stretched six of the Los An- 
geles chaps on the sidewalk, then as- 
sisted the police in making arrests. 
The parties gave bail, appeared this 
morning and paid their fines of $10 
each and returned satisfied that Pasa- 
dena sported something besides 
churches and prohibition.
